AIR TRAFFIC. 


A Record Month. 


, The Air Ministry annoucces’ 
z| that traffic on 


the Continental 
airways reached a.rocord figure 
during the month of Ausuat. Not 
only did the numbers of machines 
tizing to and from Crosdon sur- 
pass any previous monthly fizore, 
but the numbers of passengers 
travelling by air and the weight 


OF of woods transported also exceeded 


the bighest totals hitherto record- 
ed. . 

’ As compared with July when 
the passengers on all routes were. 
T3591, the August travellers in- 
creased by more than t,000 the 
exact number using air services 
being 2.682. of which 82 per cent. 
were carried by the British com- 
panies, while the French and 
Datch companies received about 
18 per cent. A “year azo the 
British companies’ proportion was 
just ever 45 per cent, so that 
there is not merely an increase 
in ‘numbers,"but also clear in- 
dications af the preference of 
sir travelters for British-operated 
services, The namber carried by 
British lines. was 2,203. The 
weight of air-borne goods also 
tose to 77.8 tons, an increase of 
several tons on the July tigures, 
which were a record. A special 
feature of this traffic was that 
there was a daily average o' 
shi-htly more 'ban 1 ton of news- 
papers from Lanion to the Con- 
tinent during the month. Nearly 
the whole of the outgoing news. 
papers were carried by British 
aircraft. [ocoming cewspsper 
traffic wax small in. proportion, 
but the total newspaper traffic, 
weighing J7.4 tons, formed the 
largest class of goods transported 
by air. Other goods traffic 
amounted to 40.4 tons, of which 
British and French machiues 
each took 17 tons. Dutch aircraft 
carried inall6.d tons, = / 

- The number of machines flying 
on the Paris, Brussels and 
Rotterdan. services incrased to 
912 from 711 in July, a figure 
which was itself a record. The 
daily average of machines was 
therefore over 34. British com- 
panies operated 598 of the total, 
while French firms’ machines

The efficiency of British- 
operated machines was again very 
high, over’ 95. per cent.-of the 
flights by British aeroplanes on 
the London-Paris route heing 
completed within the stipulated ~ 
period of four tours, while 
Practically 90 per cent. of the 
flights were made -in, less then 
three hours. The percentage of 
useful passenger accommodation 
and geueral cargo space utilised 
during’ the mouth on. British’ 
sireraft was 48 per cent., which 
is a slight increase on the. propor- 
icn duting July. 

The approximate distance flown 
by aircraft during the period wes 
185,000 miles, of which 115,000 - 
miles were covered by. British . 
machines. , : . 

There were no casualties or in-

One of the problems that every 
growing city bas tn face sooner 
or later, especially if it ba en 
i:npottant seaport, with a coa- 
stant growth of the population, is 
the matter ot adequate housing 
accommodation, - at reasonable 
rects. Ivis ugualiy the case that 
the provision of crew buildings 
lags tar behind the population's 
requirements, s0 that the evils of 
overcrowding foilow, with the 
menace of a higher death-rate in 
the offing. Landlords, too, are 
but human, and whilst same 
property owners are known to 
exercise considerable restraint 
and be contént with a reasonable 
return on their capital, the 
majority are ususlly out for as 
much profit as they can obtain. 
When lack of accommodation 
reaches a stage where mos! 
tenants have to pay whatever is 
demanded of them in order to 


have a roof over their heads, 
landlords are able to turn the 
screw, unless checked by au- 
thority, urtil the question of 
meeting the rent becomes a 
nightmare to most wage earners, 


Hongkong and Singapore have 
for some years had what ene 
might term almost parallel legisla- 
tion. ‘Several years ago, when 
the short post-war trade boom 
attracted new busines peopie to 
these two Colonies, there arose 
an acute shortage of accommoda- 
tion “both as regards dwollinug 
houses and commercial offices. 
Landlords were, in the maip,.not 
slow to seizs the golden opport- 
anity of putting up their rents, 
antil troly exorbitant demands 
were made, and the Govern- 
ments, in response to an urgent 
public appeal, supported by the 
Press, stepped in with control 
measures designed to protect the 
people from the rapacity of 
certain property owners. In one 
very important point Hongkong’s 
rent restriction measures are of 
greater benefit. to the public, 
insamuch as there ia no Hmit to 
the class of property. protected, 
In Singepore houses s} « pre-war

only ones to come under the] 


proteative Ordinance, with the 
Tesult that.a householder : who 
had been paying $65 s month 
had as often as not to face a new 
rent of $200 or thereabouts. .
